WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Testi- 
mony that Charles Evans Hughes, 
whese confirmation as Chief Jus- 
tice of the United States is before 
the Senate, drew up the proposed 
contract whereby Muscie Shoals 
would be turned over to the Amer- 
ican Cyanamid Co., was presented 
to day te the Senate Lobby Com- 
mittee. 

Legislation is now before Cote 
gress to accept the Cyanamid Co.’s 
bid for the Shoals power and ni- 
trate plant. 

W. G. Waldo, consulting engi- 
neer of the Tennessee River Im- 
provement Association, was on the 
stand today and a memorandum 
written by him read before. this 
committee said he hag been in- 
formed by J. O. Hanna, vice presi- 
dent of the Cyvanamid Co., that 
Hughes had drawn up the con- 
tract. 

The memorandum purported te

He related that he saw Balson 
frequently before arfi after the 
fire, stating that Balson seemed ot 
lose interest in the property about 
30 days before the blaze, “like a 
man who was licked.” The re- 
ceiver recalled. that on one occa- 
sion, before the fire, he met Bal- 
son on Delmar boulevard. 

“He was the most dejected-look- 
ing man I ever saw in my life,” he 
related. “I told him, ‘Buek up; the 
Buckingham isn’t the only thing 
in the world. Go out and make it 
all over again.” He said: ‘I guess 
Tll have to do that. I would be 
willing to surrender every claim 
I have if the little fellows—the 
butcher and the baker and the oth- 
ers—could be paid.’”

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Reserve’ Board Reports Gain in 


Several Inrustries but Can’t 
Say Whether It Is General.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Pro- 
duction of automobiles, which in 
December was the smallest of any 
month in seven years, increased in 
the last few weeks. 

The Federal Reserve Board said 
so yesterday in its monthly bulle- 
tin reviewing business and finan- 
cial conditions. Large production 
of automobiles in the earlier part 
of last year was sufficient to meet 
the later demand, with a conse- 
quent falling off in the last quaritcr. 

The board said the decline in 
general production of the country, 
which began in the third quarter 
of 1929 and continued to the end 
of the year, appeared to have been 
considerably greater in extent than 
that of 1927. 

“Since the turn of the year there 
has been an increase in activity in 
several lines of industry.” the re- 
view said, “but it is too early to 
determine whether this increase 
has been general throughout the 
various lines of industry.” 

In its review of credit conditions, 
the board found an easing of the 
situation. due chiefly to seasona! 
developments. The return flow of 
currency from circulation after the 
Christmas holidays enabled the 
Federal Reserve member banks 
further to reduce their indebted- 
ness at Reserve banks to $400,000,- 
000, the lowest level in two years. 

“Employment in manufacturing 
industries continued to decline in 
the last month of the year some- 
what more than the usual seasonal 
amount, with the result that the 
actual level of factory employment 
at the middle of December was 
down from the high level of last 
September by about 8 per cent,” 
the bulletin said. 

“A decrease from November to 
December in the number of em- 
ployes was shown by almost all 
manufacturing industries. In sev- 
eral of the important industries the 
number of employes in the middie 
of December, 1923, was as low 
or lower than the lowest point 
in 1927; this was true of in- 
dustries producing iron and steel, 
automobiles and rubber tires and 
a considerable’group of other in- 
dustries.” 

The board added that in the ma- 
chinery. chemical, refined petro- 
leum, paper and printing indus- 
tries the employment was consid- 
erably above the lowest level of 
1$27. The general level of whole- 
sale prices showed little change in 
December.

amended and the firmness with which it 
is maintained. Extensive power with cor- 
responding responsibility is vested in mu- 
nicipal -councils in the classification of 
zones, the creation of districts and the des- 
ignation of their dividing lines At the 
time a zoning ordinance is adopted the 
present and future needs of the city must 
be considered to determine these matters. 
When a zoning ordinance is once passed 
it should be so well considered that it 
should mot be necessary to change it im- 
mediately after its passage. 

Amendments of zoning ordinances from. 
time to time are sometimes necessary to 
improve or perfect the general soning plan 
or to provide for industrial or business de- 
velopment. But when a zoning ordinance 
ts once enacted the judgment or discretion 
ef the City Council, when reasonably exer- 
cised, should be binding and conclusive 
for a reasonable period of time. Amend- 
ments should be constructive, not destruc- 
tive. They should be for a public purpose, 
and not“fer a private purpose if that pur- 
pose impairs a public one.

After a zoning erdinance has been passed 
a municipal counci! is continuously im- 
portuned to change the ordimance so that 
some private owner of property can use 
his preperty to better advantage for some 
ether purpose than the purpese for which 
it is classified. Ordinarily to grant such 
a request means that all the other people 
in that vieinity suffer a corresponding toss 
for the gain that the selfish persen re- 
céives by obtaining a change in the zoning 
ordinance. | 

A desire to benefit the owner is a worthy 
purpese if it can be done without tajurices 
te others er without detriment to the gub- 
lic welfare. But amendments te zoning 
ordinances are generally made witheut re- 
gard to any city plan or any scheme te pro- 
mote the future development of the city or 
to serve any particular public purpose, But 
merely to serve the greed of seme indi- 
vidual. : 

Zoning ordinances are of recent origin. 
Until a few years ago cities were allowed to 
grew and develop without any city plan. 
municipal contre! or guiding hand. Every 
property owner could gse his property fer 
any purpose he saw fit provided such pur- 
pose was not so offensive to others as te 
constitute a nuisance. in this haphazard 
development one industry, business er use 
encroached on another to such an extent 
that there was great economic wast#, dam- 
age and incenveniedce te the public 


vate purpose, as distinguished from a pub- 
lic purpose, have frequently been con- 
demned. A statute or ordinance adopted for 
a prsvate purpese usually benefits the pri- 
vate person at the expense of the public 
welfare. The detriment usually exceeds 
the benefit. This is particularly trre of 
ordimances to benefit particulur indiviccals.

After a district has once been created. 
changes are apt to be arbitrazy. They are 


. usually of doubtful validity because they 


vielate the Federal Constitution, which pro- 
vides that no state may deny to any rer- 
son within its jurisdiction equal protection 
of the laws. Tested by proper rules most 
of these amendments cannet be sustained. 
There is generally no substantia] distinc- 
tion, within the meaning and provision of 
the zoning law. between the property for 
which a change is proposed and the other 
property in that vicinity. 

The discretion vested ir the municipal 
Council to amend a zoenin_ ordinance must 
be exercised to promote a public purpose, 
if the ordinance is to have validity, stabil- 
ity or value. 

City councils and zoning boards of appeal 
have shown altegether too much concern 
for the privat® person whe wants a private 
gain through zone changes, and tee iitti« 
concern for the mass ef citizens injuriously 
affected by such change. Nine times cout 
of 10 the public interest is injuriously af- 
fected by zoning changes. If zoning is to 
continue to receive public suppert and re- 
spect. private changes for privat- gain 
must stop. It is grossly unfair to the pub- 
lie te create a zone and then grant some 
private persen an amendment permitting a 
non-conforming use to the injury of his 
neighber. Just as sure as yeu permit the 
municipal Council politicians to play poli- 
tics with soning as they are doing. you will 
sound the death knell of zoning.

Here we -have no grandiloquent 
discussion of symptems—which 
seems to be the “usual thing in 
statesmanlike’ utterances—but a 
frank diseussion of the disease it- 
self.

How Smart Lengths 
for the New Skirts 
Compare With the 
Styles of Last Sum- 
mer. :

§ If you can memorize those num- 

bers, you know all there is 
about the new skirt-length for 
spring and summer—more, indeed, 
than many of us need to keep in 
mind. Vogue says so, and if that 
isn’t complete assurance, what 
would be? 

Alli the measurements are to be 
taken from the>ground; all differ 
so much from the corresponding 
figures for last spring and summer 
that if any of the old dresses sur- 
vived and came out for a_ walk, 
they’d look positively indecent. 
Every one of the new lengths has 
its logical place in the season's 
scheme, and each is practical for 
its purpose, as well as being smart. 
Those Tricky Skirt Lengths 

Sixteen inches from the groun4 
is the new sport-length, with 
plenty of width in the skirt for 
the best golf stance, the longest 
stride on a hike or the most spec- 
tacular tennis jump. Fifteen 
inches is the regulation daytime 
length—for the suit skirt, the dress 
that goes shopping in town, even 
for the afternoon dress if one is a 
busy person who hops in and out 
of taxis, rides on subways and ele- 
vateds and generally behaves like 
a rushing young modern with ‘more 
engagements than time. 

Twelfth inches is a very smart 

length, but not one to be included 
in the average wardrobe; this is 
for the formal afternoon dress 
that presupposes a party in one’s 
own house or a chauffeur-driven 
car to keep a bridge date. To 
wear such a dress driving a car 
oneself—no matter how smart the 
car or how grand the destination 
—is to do one of those things that 
the mode considers rank ostenta- 
tion. Like eating a $2 lunch and 
leaving a dollar tip. Ladies who 
come for bridge in a 15-inch frock 
will look just as well on afrival, 
no matter how they made the trip 
—and, to many of them this lat- 
ter length is clearly indicated in 
any case by the architecture of 
their legs. Only the long, slim ieg 
—as a rule—looks well in the 12- 
inch dress. 
And now we'll switch on the 
lights, for the remaining two skirt- 
lengths appear only at night. The 
so-called six-inch is really ankle 
length—for dancing.

Every jacket is fitted, except 
the bolero—not fitted as our tallors 
used to fit them, but with the soft- 
er and_more feminine fitting char- 
acteristic of the great dressmakers.
